"The destruction of almost the entire ifrmt
crop of 18C5 was traceuble to the ice, storms of
winter, and tbe extraordinary .humidity of the
fitmoflpbere in April, May, and June. ..

"There are 3310 miles of railroad in the State,
with a paid-u- p capital of 177,004,737, and au in-

debtedness of $58,931,086.
"Tue number of marriages, last year were

23.198, and the number ol divorces, 837. Indict-
ments lor crime, 2811; convictions, 1025. Vio-

lent dpaths. 1014. Number of civil suits brought
in 1865, 11,777, and judgments rendered, 8773.

"Jiumber ot houses erected, 4860; barns, 1158;
mills, 78: furnaces, factories, etc., 311. Cost of
these new structures, $4,88i,912.

"The production ot maple sugar, sorghum
sugar, maple molasses, and sorghum moias ;s
was, in total, sugar, 6,239,72'J pounds; molasses,
2,933,0H7 gallons."
